On the day of Pentecost power’ was 
given to the disciples to be His wit- 
nesses. Peter preached under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Ghost a dynamic mess- 
age that brought conviction of sin.

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Death Defeated

On the day of Pentecost a remarkable 
sermon was preached by the Apostle 
Peter. He was. in- 
spired! The sermon 
was effective! The 
people were “pricked 
in their hearts!” “And 
with many other 
words did he testi- 
fy and exhort, saying 
Save yourselves from 
this untoward genera- 
tion.” Then what 
happened? About 
three thousand souls joined ranks with 
the apostles that dav. 
~The people heard from Holy Ghost 
inspired lips that death had been de- 
feated. Peter said. as recorded in Acts 
2:24, “Whom God hath raised up, hav- 
ing loosed the vains of death. because it 
was not vossible that he should be hold- 
en of it.” In Wevmouth’s translation 
we read, “But God has raised Him to 
life, ending the pangs of death. It was 
not vossible for Him to be held by 
death.” 

Why was it not possible for Christ to 
be held by the cords and bands of death? 
Because of the union of the Godhead 
and manhood in the one person of 
Christ. Because of God’s character, 
which makes it imnossible that one who 
trusts in Him should be forsaken, or that 
God’s Holy One should see corruption. 
Because the Scrinture, which cannot be 
broken, declared the resurrection of 
Christ. 

Remember this, Christ was impris- 
oned for our debt. was thrown into the 
hands of death: BUT, Divine iustice 
beino satisfied, it was not possible He 
should be detained there. either by 
richt or bv force: for He had life in Him- 
self, and in His own power. and con- 
auered the prince of death. Death was 
defeated! 

That death was defeated was preached 
bv the angel as recorded in Matt. 28:5, 6. 
“The angel said unto the women, He is 
not here: for he is risen, as he said.” 
Jesus often foretold His death and resur- 
rection. An examole of this is found in 


Matt. 16:21, “From that time forth be- 


if

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gan Jesus to show unto his disciples, how 
that he must go unto Jerusalem, and suf- 
fer many things of the elders and chizf 
priests and scribes, and be killed, and 
be raised again the third day.” 

At the beginning of His ministry He 
was challenged by the unbelieving re- 
ligious leaders of the day, who said, 
“What sign showest thou unto us, see- 
ing that thou doest these things?” He 
answered, “destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it up... But he 
spake of the temple of his body” (John 
2:18-22). Thus Jesus rested His whole 
claim to authority upon His power to 
raise from the dead. Paul sounds the 
same note: “And if Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain (empty), 
and your faith is also vain. .. . If in this 
life only we have hope in Christ, we are 
of all men most miserable.” C1 Cor. 15: 
12-19). He then makes the positive 
statement: “But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become the first 
fruits of them that sleep. . . . In Christ 
shall all be made alive.” (vs. 20, 21). 
Our glorious risen Lord, in the book of 
Revelation, again calls attention to His 
conquest over death as being the key- 
stone of the arch of the Christian faith, 
Rev: dish 7-18. 2: | 

Christ defeated death! Yet many are 


‘trying to this very day to seal Him in 


the tomb. They are men of materialism, 
modernism, and atheism foolishly beat- 
ing the air propounding their doctrine 
of a dead Christ. But He hath risen 
from the dead! We will take the Word 
of God rather than the. word of man. 

As was said to the Corinthian church 
so we say to the church today “If Christ 
be not risen” then we have a preaching 
and a faith that is vain Cempty). If so, 
then Christ’s own testimony was untrue. 
For He had civen His promise, “I will 
rise again.” “Destroy this temple (body) 
and in three days I will raise it un.” If 
Christ failed here, how could He be 
“the resurrection and the Life?” (John 
t1225>): 

“But now is Christ risen!’ What a 
jovful rino there is in this shout! It is 
like the blast of the trumpet of victory. 
Beloved ones, our preaching is not vain 


and our faith is not vain, for He hath 
risen. We are not trusting a dead Savior, 
but Him who is “the resurrection and 


the Life.” 


It is the resurrection that gives Chris- 
tianity a distinction that NO OTHER 
religion enjoys. It makes the Chris- 
tian religion unique, and it clinches 
the Christian faith. The- resurrection 
clinched Paul’s faith and he made it 


the corner stone of Christian theology. 


Some time ago two of the world’s 
most noted skeptics were Gilbert West 
and Lord Lyttleton, who were also two 
of the most brilliant intellects of any 
age. They made fun of Christianity 
whenever they met. One day they de- 
cided there were two things they must 
explode and then have the Christian 
religion all tumbled into the ditch. These 
two things they undertook to refute. 
Gilbert West said, “I will explain away 
the resurrection of Christ.. I'll blow it 
up.” Lyttleton said, “I'll do likewise 
regarding Paul’s conversion,” (for it was 
the vision of the resurrected Christ—see 
1 Cor. 15:8—that caused Saul of Tarsus, 
the enemy of Christianity, to become the 
apostle Paul, the great champion of the 
gospel). The two men went their ways. 
After many weeks they met again by 
appointment. Said Lyttleton, “West, 
what have you to say?” Gilbert West 
replied, “Oh, Lyttleton, I have some- 
thing wonderful to tell you. When I 
came to explode the doctrine that Jesus 
Christ rose from the dead on the third 
day, I had to be honest. I had to search 
the evidence. You may laugh at me, — 
Lyttleton, if you will, but when I looked 
into it honestly, my mind and my deep- 
est soul were convinced that Jesus did 
rise from the dead. I prayed to Him; He 
saved me, and now I am His friend.” 
Lyttleton answered, “Thank God, West! 
I have something just as wonderful to 
tell you. When I came to exvlain away 
that man Paul, and get rid of his testi- 
mony, I, too, had to be thorough and 
candid. I had to search. And you will 
rejoice with me, West, when I tell vou 
that after I had searched and studied, I 
found myself down on my knees, just as 
Paul was on the Damascus road, and 
my cry was, ‘Lord, what wilt Thou have 
me to do?’ I am a Christian also.” In 
all the realm of literature nothing has 
ever surpassed the works which these 
two famous one-time skeptics have 


written in defense of the Christian faith.

The Ephesian church had never had 
the privilege of hearing the wonderful 
ministry of the Son of God while He 
was here on earth; and yet the Apostle 
tells them that they had heard the voice 
of the Son of God, and had been taught 
by Him, through the supernatural, in- 
spired, anointed ministry of the apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, pastors and teach- 
ers.

Through the inspirational utterance of 
the anointed prophet, the church can be 
edified and lifted to heights sublime 
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in the realm of the supernatural pro- 
phetic ministry. 

And, again, through the vision and 
anointing and inspiring leadership of 
His own apostles, the church catches a 
vision of the world at large, and launches 
forth to carry the gospel to every crea- 
ture. 

So we can shout the victory today be- 
cause Christ, the Holy One of God, 
continues, by the operation of the min- 
istry gifts, and the gifts of the Holy 
Ghost, to move in our midst, preaching, 
teaching, and healing. 

Now, the purpose of the ministry is 
not to cultivate parasites, Christians who 
never study or hunt for spiritual food, 
but who depend entirely upon the min- 
istry to dig out of the Word of God 
the wonderful truths, predigest them 
and hand them forth in very easy doses. 
Nor is the purpose of the ministry to 
cultivate spiritual babies in the church, 
old babies, men and women who have 
never grown in their spiritual lives, but 
still hanker after the first principles, in- 
stead of going on to maturity. 

The purpose of the ministry is not to 
cater to the carnality in Christians, 
either the flesh with its senses and de- 
sires, or the soul with its emotions and 
personal wishes; but to build up the 
spirit life of the child of God. For we 
have received more than soul conver- 
sion, spirit regeneration; and we are now 
spiritual sons of God and must grow 
in our spirit life. The emotions and de- 
sires of the soul that are perfectly legiti- 
mate will find their outlet, as well as the 
manifestation of the flesh in its own law- 
ful realm, as the spiritual life is edi- 
fied by the Word of God and the Holy 
Ghost, so that from the innermost realm 
of the spirit there shall move through 
the realm of the soul and body the 
glorious manifestation of the Holy 
Ghost, which edifies the church and 
convicts the sinner. 

The ministry must lead the church 
into the fourfold realm of the prayer 
life, not stopping with the first phase 
of prayer which changes the individual, 
but going on from there to supplication 
which brings blessing to others, and 
from supplication to intercession by 


which spirit-travail new children are 
born into the kingdom of God and adopt- 
ed into the family of God. Then on to 
praise, giving thanks for all men, which 
is the demonstration of faith, the shout 
of victory. Hallelujah. 

Then we must get the church to be- 
come God conscious instead of being 
experience conscious. Let us remember 
that though experiences are wonderful, 
we must not get our minds, our hearts, 
so taken up with them that we lose sight 
of the Giver, the Lord Jesus. But we 
must, as a church, be looking forward 
for God rather than experience. Let us 
become God conscious, and the experi- 
ences will fit into their own place. 


The ministry is not to make the 
church doctrine conscious so that they 
go forth witnessing to this or that doc 
trine, but we must be witnesses of Jesus 
Christ, and the doctrines will take care 
of themselves . . . Not doctrine con- 
scious, but God conscious . . . to lead 
the church into a place of perfection, 
maturity, full grown condition, well 
rounded out, well balanced, with a 
knowledge of the Word of God, so that 
they can give an answer to every one 
that asketh, and a knowledge and pos- 
session of the gifts of the Spirit, also that 
the Holy Ghost may have channels 
through whom He can manifest Him- 
self. 


The ministry is for the perfecting of 
the saints so that they can fulfill their 
divine calling and ministry in the body 
of Christ, that each member of the body, 
whether it be the eye, or ear, or hand, 
or feet, shall function to its full capacity 
in the body of Christ; that the saints can 
become the soul winners. For it is the 
sheep who bring forth the lambs. The 
saints, themselves, learn how to edify 
the church through the exercise of the 
gifts of the Spirit, which bring edifica- 
tion, exhortation, and comfort to be- 
lievers, till we all come into the unity of 
the faith and the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a mature man. 

How many mature Christians are 
there in the church today? It seems that 
God has many babies, many children, 
but few mature sons. “The heir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth nothing from 
a servant, though he be lord of all: but 
is under tutors and governors until the 
time appointed of the father.” (Gal. 4: 
1-2). So the church is to grow from 
spiritual babyhood to childhood, from

The Ondinance Of the Red Heifen

God is a God of purity and He never 
changes. His laws are immutable. 
Malachi 3:6—“I am the Lord, I change 
not.” God’s ordinances must be kept 
through all generations. Woe to the man 
that breaks them, and the statutes, and 
the ordinances, and the law, and the 
commandments, which He wrote for 
you, ye shall observe to do for evermore. 


The sacrifices of offerings upon the 
altar have never ceased. The sprinkling 
of the blood of bulls and goats has been 
fulfilled in the shed blood of the Lamb 
of Calvary’s Cross. 

We have in the 19th chapter of Num- 
bers spiritual death, and the remedy for 
death. This ordinance of the sprinkling 
of the red heifer was given to the chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness at Paran, 
the region of exile and of wandering. 
There they were in the land of the shad- 
ow of death. They were doomed at Ka- 
desh. Their fellow men fell on the 
right and on the left hand. Death was 


everywhere. When any one came in 


contact with a dead-body he was defiled 
and had to be purified or was separated 
from his family and friends. 

Death and sin are always connected. 
Death spreads the infection in the spirit- 
ual as well as in the natural. To die in 
sin was to be cut off from God and be- 


come a curse and in danger of religious . 


defilement. Israel had sinned and they 
were no more a covenant people. Fear 
gripped their hearts, and they cried for 
relief; so God in His mercy gave them 
the ordinance of the red heifer for legal 
purification. Now Christ was given to 
us when we lay in darkness and in the 
shadow of death. 

This sacrifice of the red heifer was 
given when the children of Israel had 
abandoned the holy rites. They were 
alienated from God, appointed to. die. 
They had escaped from Egypt to perish 
miserably in a howling wilderness. So 
Christ was given to Jew and Gentile to 
deliver us from the fear of death. Death 
is a horror, and only those that die in the 
Lord can die in peace. 

The ordinance of the red heifer was 
a type of Christ. The victim was one 
and only one. This one red heifer avail- 
ed for centuries, and the smallest quan- 
tity of the ashes availed. Also the sacri-

fice of Christ is one and only one, and 
His blood is the cleansing virtue for- 
ever. This cleansing stream is never ex- 
hausted. 


Notice: the victim was a heifer, not 
a male animal, as in almost all other 
cases. We believe, with reverence, that 
there was a distinctly feminine side to 
the character of Christ, a tender and 
gentleness united with so much mascu- 
line force of command and energy at 
His will. This was necessary for the 
perfect man, for Eve was taken out of 
Adam after creation. This points to 
subtraction from the ideal man of some 
elements of his nature, so that man and 
woman only represent between them a 
complete humanity. We find in the 
greatest men some strongly marked fem- 
inine traits of character, thus we_ be- 
lieve that in Christ, who was the second 
Adam, and the seed of the woman, the 
feminine side of the perfect ideal was 
fully restored. 


The heifer was red. So our Lord, as 
touching his bodily nature, was that 
common earth, which is red, from which 
Adam took his name. And his blood 
was red. The red heifer had to be with- 
out blemish, as our Lord was without 
fault. The heifer had to be red, and 
three white hairs made it unfit for the 
purpose. The red heifer was led outside 
the camp, or city of God, to die in an 
unhallowed place, a thing absolutely 
singular, even among the sacrifices of 
sin. So our Lord suffered and died with- 
out the gate, because He was despised 
and rejected. He was an anathema. He 
was made a curse for us, took all our sin 
and death for the whole wide world up- 
on Himself. ° 

The heifer was delivered to the chief 
priest, and by him led forth to die, 
but slain by other hands before his face. 
So our Lord was delivered to Caiaphas 
and the Jewish priesthood, and crucified 
by alien hands. The death of the heifer 
was not sacrificial, but it became so when 
the priest sprinkled its blood towards the 
sanctuary. So the death of Christ was 
made an atoning for us through His 
shed blood. 

The heifer was wholly consumed 
with fire. All sin offerings had to be 
offered wholly unto God. Even so Christ 


was wholly given up by himself unto 
God who is a consuming fire, a fire of 
wrath against sin, a fire of love towards 
the sinner. In this flame of divine zeal 
against sin, of divine zeal for souls, 
Christ was wholly consumed, nothing in 
Him remaining indifferent, nothing 
escaping the agony of the cross. 


The blood of the heifer was not 
poured away, as the rule was, but was 
burned with the carcass, and so was 
represented in the ashes. Even so THE 
PRECIOUS BLOOD of Christ which 
was shed for our redemption did not pass 
away. The cleansing virtue atones for 
our death. Cedar, hyssop, and scarlet 
were mingled in the burning of the red 
heifer. These three elements: fragrance 
and incorruptions, cleansing efficacy, 
martial and royal grandeur; these three 
belong to Him. Fragrance of Christ 
filled the earth, and as Priest He can 
purge us with hyssop that we may be ~ 
clean, and as King who reigns forever. 
Oh, glory! 

The ashes of the heifer were laid up, 
not by the priest, or by any one con- 
cerned in its death, without the camp 
in a clean place. The ashes when mixed 
with living water, were made a purifica- 
tion for sin unto Israel to deliver them 
from the bondage of death. So Christ’s 
virtue and His atonement are available 
for all, through the operation of the 
Holy Spirit, to purify us from all sin, 
and to set us free from the power of 


death. 


When any unclean person was to be 
purged, it had to be done by a clean 
erson, not one that needed cleansing 
himself. So the atonement must be ap- 
plied to the sinful soul only by one that 
is clean, by Jesus Christ our Lord. The 
unclean had to be sprinkled on the third 
day, and on the seventh, in order to be 
wholly cleansed, so the cleansing virtue 
of the atonement comes unto us in 
two-fold power. First, the resurrection, 
where we rise from the death of sin unto 
active life of righteousness. Second, 
where we rest from our own works by 
renouncing self, and by living for God 
and for our neighbor. If we have not 
this double effect on our life, it is not 
perfect. The savor of death is not taken 
away. If we have the new life in Christ 
Jesus, we cease to live the old life, and 
if we continue to live the old life we 
have not been cleansed from our sins,

this song strikes me as an indication of 


what too many of us as Christians have 
been doing for too long—merely holding 
a fort! 

In the days preceding the war when 
the European situation was becoming 
more tense as each day passed, France 
began her hasty construction of the 
great Maginot line. For hundreds of 
miles this fortification stretched, each 
mile dotted with gun emplacements, 
concrete pill boxes, underground tun- 
nels, and ammunition dumps, the whole 
thing a marvelous feat of engineering 
skill. Such was the magnitude and 
strength of it that it is said the military 
leaders became overconfident in that 
line. Their vigilance relaxed; they made 
mer Why not! They had an im- 


pregnable fortress of defense. 


Then came a day of deep regret. The 
whole world knows of the humiliation 
of that once proud country. That so- 
called impregnable line had been out- 
flanked, the forts over-run, the guns 
blasted. France with her fortification 
gone was weak and off balance. Soon a 
Dunkirk followed. And if it had not 
been for the intervention of God, Eng- 
land, too, might have been reduced to 
a vassal state.

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All this because a nation was holding 
a fort. 

It has not been too long ago that 
America awoke to the fact that merely 
because we are isolated by water, we 
had no guarantee of our physical safety. 
It began to slowly dawn upon us as a 
nation that our best defense was offense. 
Our awakening was all too slow. Before 
we aroused, a first deadly blow was 
struck at Pearl Harbor with resounding 
effect that shocked us into the con- 
sciousness that our position was pre- 
carious. 

Now, what is true of the war picture 
naturally is true of the war picture 
spiritually. We have made great strides 
as a movement, we have been growing 
fast, a church a day for the last four 
years is the record. Yes, we have taken 
much territory for God, we have con- 
solidated our position and are strong. 
Yet, if we now relax our efforts and 
yield to the feeling that our gains are 
sufficient protection against the on- 
slaughts of the enemy, we immediately 
begin to lose the fight. 

A new convert said to me two days 
ago, “It seems I have a constant strug- 
gle and battle continually to remain 
true.” He could not understand why it 
should be so. I said, “Brother, you're 
in a fight.

There will 
never be any relaxing until you've fin- 
ished the course.” 

Let us, as soldiers of the King, go 
“all-out” for Christ in these days of con- 
stant vigil. We are noticing that the 
all-over strategy from every theatre of 
war is to keep driving and pushing the 
enemy. Give him no rest. May this 
be our strategy, too. Let us take the 
initiative and keep the enemy on the 
run. 

A business friend of mine uses this 
as his motto. “I go forward from here.” 
In other words no matter how far till

Are You a Sunday School Teacher? 


“And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily, proph- 
ets, thirdly, teachers, after that miracles 
... C1 Cor. 12:28). “And He gave some 
apostles; and some prophets; and some 
evangelists; and some pastors and teach- 
ers. For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ.” (Eph. 4:11). 


A true teacher is God-sent, God- 
anointed, and used of God for the ac- 
complishment of a definite task. 

Teaching is not telling, and no amount 
of talking to the pupil can be counted as 
teaching. Teaching is not determined 
by anything that happens outside the 
pupil, but by the action of the pupil's 
soul upon the things presented to it 
through the senses. You are not a 
teacher until there is someone that is 
learning. 

Martin G. Brumbaugh says, “Teach- 
ing may be defined as causing the hu- 
man soul to know.” 

Teaching is bringing into the con- 
sciousness of the learner the knowledge 
already in the consciousness of the teach- 
er. A teacher cannot teach what he or 
she does not know. God has promised 
to bring things to our memory when we 
need it; but memory can only act upon 
that material which the mind has at one 
time or another taken in. That is why 
a true teacher cannot be a lazy person. 
. . . God admonishes him to study to 
show himself “approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed; rightly dividing the Word of 
Truth.” Teaching ends, then, when the 
pupil knows all that the teacher knows. 


Teaching is only an accomplished fact 
when the learner can express in lang- 
uage or action that which has entered 
into his consciousness. The soul of a 
pupil is not fully educated until it has 
reached the point of expression. 

Teaching is only possible when there 
is a soul seeking knowledge. When a 
soul is in the act of seeking knowledge, 
and centers his consciousness on one 
subject or object, we say we have his 
attention. 

Attention is one of the important re- 
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quirements of teaching, and yet it may 
be divided into two classes: (1) Volun- 
tary attention, wherein the learner has 
an intent desire to learn, a will to learn; 
(2) involuntary attention. The latter is 
acquired through some other agency be- 
side the will. 

The greatest art in teaching is to 
secure and hold attention. Voluntary 
attention is the highest form of attention, 
but because there are many pupils who 
do not possess sufficient will-power to 
control their attention, it is necessary 
for the teacher to use some other agent to 
assist them in coming to an involuntary 
attention. We call this agent interest. 
In other words, a teacher may use any 
special object or subject in which the 
pupil is interested to gain his attention. 

There are certain principles through 
which a teacher may appeal to the inter- 
est of a pupil. First, his curiosity; sec- 
ond, novelty or unexpectedness; third, 
imitativeness; fourth, illustrations based 
on experience. All of these, however, 
must be adapted to the age with which 
the teacher is dealing. 

There are five gateways to the soul; 
five avenues through which a teacher 
may impart knowledge to an individual. 
We call them “senses.” There are no 
other channels of approach. Therefore 
to impart knowledge to the learner's 
soul, a teacher must employ as many of 
the five senses as is possible. Hearing, 
seeing, and touch or feeling are the 
three major and the most usable gate- 
ways. A pupil retains approximately ten 
per cent of the material given him 
through the hearing of the ear. He re- 
tains about fifty per cent of that given 
him through his sight; and he retains 
about ninety per cent of the knowledge 
imparted to him through the sense of 
touch or feeling. 

Christ is the teacher's perfect example 
and pattern. He knew HOW to teach. 
(He had a knowledge of methods and 
right ways of teaching.) He knew 
WHAT to teach. CHe had a knowledge 
of the Word of God for He was the 
Word.) He knew WHOM He was 
teaching. (He had a knowledge of the 
pupil to be taught.) 

“A teacher teaches a little by what he

John writes to the children because 
their sins are forgiven them. That is the 
first step, the forgiveness of sins; and as 
newborn babes we must desire the sin- 
cere milk of the Word to grow thereby. 
... Then to the young men because they 
were strong and overcomers, and the 
Word of God abideth in them. Thank 
God for the spiritual young men in the 
churches, the overcomers, those who 
have the Word abiding in their lives . . . 
Lastly to the fathers, because you have 
known Him from the beginning. There 
is a greater knowledge of God, more 
intimate, as Paul prayed “that I might 
know Him, and the power of His resur- 
rection, and the fellowship of His suf- 
ferings, being made conformable unto 


His death” (Phil. 3:10). 
The purpose of the ministry is to 


bring the saints to a place of maturity 
and well balanced possession of the 
power and life and gifts of the indwell- 
ing Spirit, that Christians should mature 
spiritually, growing up in Christ, in the 
knowledge of the Word and of the 
prayer life, and the walk of holiness 
as overcomers, until there is a well 
rounded-out condition and full grown 
development of the church .of Christ.

The ministry must teach the saints 
how not only to receive the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost but to covet and possess 
and exercise the gifts of the Spirit ac- 
cording to the teaching of the Word of 
God, teaching them how to conserve, 
and not dissipate, the power of God 
with lightness, carnality, emotional 
soulishness, or any fleshly manifesta- 
tions which frustrate the purpose of the 
Holy Ghost.

The 
fellows seem serious as we speak to them 
of spiritual things. On the return voyage 
our ship’s chaplain served Communion 
one Sunday morning on the open deck. 
There were approximately 250 service 
men who took the Lord’s supper. All 
listened to the sermon, sang the hymns, 
and bowed their heads in prayer. It 
was a beautiful sight and the presence 
of our Christ was there. I do believe 
many boys will return home ‘born again’ 
and will say that their deliverance was 
through the grace of God alone.

and sin brings death, yes, eternal death. 
Death is a foul and a horrible thing, and 
the slightest contact with uncleanness 
will alienate us from God. Every one 
that even came indirectly in contact 
with the dead, or even entered a tent 
where a corpse lay, was unclean seven 
days. So we if we come in contact with 
the spiritually dead become contaminat- 
ed. and we cannot do any good spirit- 
ually. We must be cleansed again or 
we will die a spiritual death. 


There was no other cleansing for 


them; they had to come and be snrinoled 
with pure water mingled with the ashes 
from the red heifer. Even we todav, if 
we have not been sprinkled with the 
blood of Christ after our defilement, will 


die in our sins and eternal death awaits 
us. | 
The defiled one could not invent a 
purification of his own, nor could he go 
on as if defilement were harmless. If he 
did not come for purification he was put 
out of the congregation, without the 
camp; and if he came in without cleans- 
ing, he was put to death. It is the same 
for a sinner, or a person that will not be 
purified by the precious blood of Jesus. 
There is no hope for him, and eternal 
death awaits him. z 

Notice Hebrews 9:13-14. “If... the 
ashes of an heifer sprinkling the unclean, 
sanctifieth to the purifying of the flesh: 
how much more shall the blood. of 
Christ, who through the eternal Svwirit 
offered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God.” ; 

Death is obnoxious to. God, and_ it 
should be the same way to us. Every- 
body should seek the Lord for cleansing 
and purification. It is the pure in heart 
that shall see God, and not those that 
tried to live and have failed. 

Why have we so many carnal Chris-. 
tians? I believe they have’ touched .a 
dead bone and have become defiled, and 
they need cleansing. These carnal folks 
have defiled the sanctuary of God and 
that is the reason that-so many churches 
have become defiled and are so power- 
less. The priests were accused that they 
had made no difference with the clean 
and the unclean. I wonder if we have 
made any difference between the sinful 
and the sinless. Sin means death, and 
death is obnoxious to God. Sin cannot 
enter there. It takes a sinless person to 
enter that sinless city. If I could impress 
upon you how pure and clean we must 
be from defilement, I believe you would 
flee to the cleansing stream that flows 
from Calvary. 

God has impressed uvon me, that it 
takes a much cleaner life than we see 
today, to make heaven’s portals. It is 
onlv the pure that will make the grade 
and see God. Pure in heart and in mind, 
pure in spirit, soul, and bodv. We must 
not only try to live a pure life, we must 
live it.

Working Mishaps Kill More Than 
War Wounds 

Wartime industrial accidents killed 
7,000 more persons than battle wounds 
up to January 1. 

Workingmen’s injuries since Pearl 
Harbor are responsible for the loss of 
four times as many man hours of pro- 
duction as strikers. 

The damage and destruction of equip- 
ment in workers accidents “far exceeds 
the value of American cargoes that have 
been sunk.” 

Lost work time from on the job acci- 
dents totals 450,000,000 man days, 
enough to have built 7,500 average-size 
merchant ships. 

Over the whole country the manu- 
facturing industries have an accident 
frequency rate of 20 per million man 
hours—which means 20 workers killed 
or injured for every 500 employed. 

The Nation’s Garbage 

Roger Babson says, “Fifteen billion 
dollars of our annual national income 
goes into the garbage pail in the form 
of purchases of liquor, narcotics, gam- 
bling, sex magazines, and other things 
which undermine the health and em- 
ployability of our people.” 

Hymanals for Troops 

The Quartermaster Corps has placed 
orders for nearly 700,000 combination 
song and service books for distribution 
by Army chaplains to troops during the 
first half of 1944. 

Designed for use by Protestant, Cath- 
olic, and Hebrew faiths alike, contents 
were carefully selected to include var- 
ious prayers and services and a wide 
range of favorite hymns as well as a 
number of patriotic selections and old 
favorites most popular with men in the 
service. 

Movies Contribute to Deviltry 

The Movie-Radio Guide ought to be 
pretty good authority on the movies. A 
recent issue includes an editorial titled, 
“Let's Banish Drinking from Our 
Movies.” An excerpt reads: 

“Tippling in the talkies is assuming 
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alarming proportions. Recali almost any 
recent movie you have seen. Somewhere 
in its plot you will find a pair of pinch- 
bottle babies engaged in either humor- 
ous or serious drinking— 

“Drinking scenes provide every child 
who sees movies (and most children are 
movie-regulars) with the conviction that 
(1) all smart people drink; (2) that it is 
fun to get ‘woozled’; (3) that hard 
drinking is the logical resort of anyone 
who is disappointed in love or business—
